DESTRUCTION BY WIND AND WATER. 
BUFFALO, H. Y., Sept 30.— At 0:20 


o'clock Sunday evening the little village of 
Sliongo, lying eight mite south of Wells- 
vllle, on the banlc of the Genesee liiver, 
was stnick by a cyclono. The storm came 
over the hill from the west, sweeping every- 
thing before it. In two minutes the work 
of destruction in the town was complete. 
The eastern half of the village was demol- 
ished. Two persons were killed instant- 
ly, fifteen seriously injured and five ren- 
dered homeless and: destitute. The largest 
trees were snapped like pipe-stems, the 
strongest buildings torn to pieces and scat- 
tered In all directions, and the roads and 
tield.s for half a mile covered with fragments 
of buildings, household gorxis and merchan- 
dise.
